His position has be­ 
come more grave with each pass­ 
ing hour since the Turks, in a 
manner of speaking, partook of 
honey and water in the Allied 
camp, thus making a traditional 
Balkan gesture of friendship whicb 
farther has disturbed the fuehrer’s 
satellites. 
Bulgaria. Germany’s key ally on 
the peninsula, reportedly is veering 
farther away from the reich. Many 
people In Sofia, the capital, are 
said to expect their country to 
jump to the side of the United 
Nations lf there’s an Allied inva­ 
sion of the Balkans with Turkish 
support.

Vast German Drive West Of 


Kiev Reported Checked 


In Three-Day Battle 


COLOR is lent to this report by 
the fact that the Bulgarians, 
while theoretically at war with 
America and Britain, are still at 
peace with their fellow Slavs of 
Russia. 
This bond of race is strong. In­ 
deed, another report has it that a 
Muscovite military mission is in 
the Bulgarian capital, and lf that’s 
true it speaks volumes. 
Personally I should rather have 
the Bulgarians as friends than 
enemies. I have visited them in 
Nteir eHSes and even have veg- 
. tared far into the Balfciik™— 
Mins among the primitive folk 
that wild region. They are a 
fierce people, not afraid to kill 
or bo killed, and possessed of 
boundless determination ones their 
minds are set 
Small wonder *that Hitler bas 
Strengthened hie forces along the 
Greek and Bulgarian borders- with 
Turkey and haa redoubled his ef­ 
forts to crush tho Greeks and Yugo- 
slavri, who are battling with the 
fierce love of liberty which has 
characterised them 
through 
the 
centuries. 
This fresh Balkan crisis has 
vastly increased the menace to the 
great right wing of the Nasi chiefs 
harassed battlefront In Russia. 
IP the Hitlerites lose their grip 
on the Balkans, this will un 
cover their southern flank facing 
the Bed armies. 
Such a development would force 
the Germans to pull back their 
entire battle line in Russia until 
the right flank was west of the 
gateway into the Balkans. That 
would carry them at least to the 
line they occupied through the 
heart of Poland when Hitler knifed 
Russia in 1941. 
If an Allied Invasion of France 
should catch Hitler while he was 
In the midst of such a gigantic re­ 
treat, he would face catastrophe. 
It quickly would force him beck 
to his own frontiers, both east and 
west, for the final showdown. Such 
a situation easily might ariae, the 
way things are moving now. 
Brig. Gen. Horace Sewell, the 
British military 
expert, 
astutely 
points out that the main object 
of German strategy is to keep the 
fighting as far away from the 
homeland as possible.

LONDON, Dec. IO—The Red 
army has captured Znamenka, 
hub of a system of railroads 
linking the Dnieper river bend 
with the area south of Kiev, 
Premier Joseph Stalin has an­ 
nounced in a special order of 
the day.

Town Called Strong-Point 
Stalin’s order of the day said 
Znamenka fell after three days of 
fierce fighting and termed the 
town a “powerful etrong-point in 
the German defenses in the Kirovo­ 
grad direction.1*

Germans Claim Advance 
The Germans said they stormed 
an important height in the Crimea 
near Kerch and are increasing 
pressure on the Russian beach­ 
head northeast of the port city. 
Although insisting a companion 
beachhead south of Kerch was 
“annihilated" earlier in the week, 
broadcasts today said Rumanian 
mercenaries still are “mopping up” 
and that they captured more pris­ 
oners.

The action was announced by the White House today. The place 
at which the chief executive acted was not disclosed. 
The President had been urged by War Manpower Commissioner 
Paul'V. McNutt to veto the legisla-^1-------------------------------------------- 
Hon. 
The 
President’s 
approval 
raised a question as to whether 
McNutt will resign his position. 
The legislation removes from Mc­ 
Nutt authority over administration 
of tbq selective service system. 
The authority, vested in Maj. 
Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, the selec­ 
tive service director, came under 
McNutt’s directives previously. 
How extensively the act will de­ 
lay induction of pre-Pearl Harbor 
fathers remains to be seen, offi­ 
cials said. 
Hershey is reported to have told 
closed meeting of the National 
Association of Manufacturers in 
New 
York 
city 
yesterday 
that 
about 1,000,000 pre-Pearl Harbor 
fathers will have to be inducted 
by June 30, 1944. in order to meet 
present schedules. 
The expressed intent of the pres­ 
ent legislation is to prevent induc­ 
tion of any of this group of fathers 
until all available physically fit 


single men and non-fathers have 
been put into uniform. 
The law provides, however, that 
the application of this principle 
within the discretion of the Belee 
tive service chief need not disrupt 
the orderly calling of men for 
service. 
The bill was approved by the 
President despite McNutt’s asser 
tion it “seriously would weaken 
the over-all manpower program by 
dividing control of military and 
civilian recruitments. 
Members of congress disagreed 
ms to the practical effect of the 
legislation, but Sen. Johnson (D) 
of Colorado of the conference draft­ 
ing committee estimated It would 
postpone induction of some fathers 
for “two or three months”. 
The legislation sets up a “na­ 
tional pool” plan for selective serv 
Ice, directing that fathers of chil­ 
dren born before Sept. IS, 1942,

Health Official Urges 
Precautions To Stop 
Increase In Flu Here 
A wave of mild influenza cases, 
similar to the old-fashioned grippe, 
has spread to the East Liverpool 
district, Dr. Charles A. Gerace, 
city health commissioner, reported 
today. 
Based 
upon 
reports 
gathered 
from local physicians Dr. Gerace 
estimated there are from 809 to 
1,200 persons in the city suffering 
in the epidemic. 
The health department head said 
that the disease had entered east­ 
ern Ohio from western Pennsyl­ 
vania, although the state health 
department heads at 
Columbus 
assert that the epidemic had come 
from the west, where It haa been 
reported to have gained serious 
proportions. 
Dr. Gerace said that most of the 
cases are of the bead and chest 
types, but about SO percent of the 
patients are suffering from intes­ 
tinal cold complaints. The com­ 
missioner explained that the cur­ 
rent type of influenza is not com­ 
parable to that of the 1918 epi­ 
demic and that proper care usual­ 
ly resulted In complete recovery 
in from seven to IO 
days, 
or 
sooner. 
The epidemic of colds has been 
felt in the schools. Supt M. W. 
Essex said 12 of his teaching staff 
of a approximately 155 were ab­ 
sent on Thursday, the majority of 
them because of illness. 
High School Principal Ralph W. 
Betts reported about 140 of the 
high school student body were ab­ 
sent on Thursday, or nearly IO 
percent of the enrollm ent Stu­ 
dents absent because ot illness, 
he said usually ara out for two 
or three days.

Fifth Army Tears 
German Defenses 
On Mignano Front 


Great Victory Comes After Nine Days Of Bloody Battle 


On Both Sides Of Via Casiiina; Eighth Army Also 


Continues To Drive Ahead In Adriatic Area

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Algiers, Dec. IO—The Fifth 
army has cracked Qerman defenses on both sides of tile Via 
Casiiina at Mignano in a bloody nine-day offensive brought to 
a smashing climax by American troops who seized Mt. Samucro 
in “ The Battle of the Clouds/ Allied headquarters announced 
today. 
At the same time it was disclosed that Canadians, infantry 
and tanks, spear-heading the Eighth army along the Adriatic 
are smashing forward on an eight-mile front after forcing s 
second crossing of the Moro river. 
Fighting against the strongest man-made defenses and toughest 
natural obstacles yet encountered in Italy, LL Gen. Mark W. Clark's 
veteran British and American troops have wiped out the German moun­ 
tain line on both Bides of the main road to Rome and are stabbing Inti 
secondary defenses in the direction of Cassino. 
They still are faced by a formidable network of fortificatkmu 
covering the hillsides as far as Cassino and beyond and the deepest 
penetration of the offensive hee been only about three miles. 
But by the yardstick of military achievement their suoceea la os* 
of the greatest of the Mediterranean theater, for they have smashed 
In a little more than a week what the enemy hoped would stand aa 
an impregnable line. 
The American engagement consisted of bloody hand-to-hand fight­ 
ing with the Germane in mists which hugged the top of the 8,000-foot 
high mountain. 
The Canadians were reported firmly established in their ne1# 
Moro river bridgehead.

In a nine-day battle the Ameri­ 
cans, with their British allies, now 
have driven the Germane from 
the entire mountain mass of Cam'

They are far-sighted to the point 
where being far-sighted easily can 
become a kind of nervous disease 
which paralyses their will, their 
faith and their practical resolu­ 
tion. 
They are like a man and woman 
who would feel they could not get 
married until they had agreed on 
the number, the dates of birth 
and the sex of their children, the 
make of the car, the refrigerator 
and the radio they would buy when 
Johnny was old enough to go to 
college and Bally was ready to go 
out dancing with her friends. 


I have been meeting people who 
were shaking their heads because 
no one had told them who would 
succeed Stalin. Chung Kai-shek 
Churchill and Roosevelt, and how 
they asked me. can we be sure 
that anything has been achieved 
lf we cannot see clearly the future 
of mankind? 
T 
HE manner in Which we are 
dealing with the future after 
this war is indeed quite different 
from the settlement of the other 
great war. 
The last time we tried to settle 
the whole war after we had fin­ 
ished fighting i t 
This time we 
are making specific settlements as 
we approach the climax of the 
war. 
Moreover, and this is for the ex­ 
cessively 
far-sighted 
the 
most 
novel and puzzling aspect of the 
matter, we have learned that it la 
better to settle one question after 
another than to try to settle all 
of them at once. 
For we have learned to our great 
advantage that if we deal with all 
questions at once, they all may 
become Insoluble. 
The difficulties of each lssne 
multiply the difficulties of every 
other Issue. 
If on the other hand 
we settle question* in their right 
order of Importance, each settle­ 
ment makes the next settlement 
easier. 
When Stalin and Churchill had 
agreed on a common strategy and 
working partnership in 
great 
matters, they found it much easi­ 
er to agree on the future of Iran. 
If they had started with Iran

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—Washington In Wartime— 
The Flat-Tops Point To Tokyo 
Despite Cry They Were ‘Egg-Shells’, Navy’s Building Plan Now Justified

LEVELAND—Cancer—d b * mys­ 
terious 
malady 
whose 
con­ 
quest may solve the mystery of 
Ufo 
Itself—does 
not necessarily 
hold dangers for wounded soldiers, 
according to Dr. Frank E. Adair, 
noted cancer specialist and execu­ 
tive officer of the New York Me­ 
morial hospital. 
Asked in an Interview if the 
thousands of wounded—and 
per­ 
haps gassed — troops would be 
more susceptible to cancer, the 
noted 
cancer 
specialist declared 
there is no correlation between 
'the dread disease and the wounds 
usually suffered in battle. 
‘‘Cancer was not p r e v a l e n t 
among soldiers in the last war,” 
Dr. Adair pointed out. 
"Som e of 
them 
are 
suffering 
from cancer now, but that’s be­ 
cause they are of susceptible age 
and not because they were ex­ 
posed to it by old Injuries.'” 
Dr. Adair, who Is vice president 
of the American Society for the 
Control of* Cancer, explained that 
not even mustard gas sores, suf­ 
fered by World War I soldiers, led 
to cancerous growth, and that re­ 
searchers had no reason to believe 
other types of war wounds offered 
breeding 
places 
for 
malignant 
growths. 
He assorted that the best con­ 


trol of cancer is through public 
education of the symptoms, 
be­ 
cause only when the disease is 
discovered early Is It usually cur­ 
able. 
"Unexplained 
rectal 
bleeding; 


sores, 
cuts 
and 
skin 
blemishes 
that refuse to heal; lumps on the 
breast; 
indigestion, 
loss of 
ap­ 
petite and weight—these are the 
danger signs of various forma of 
cancer,” Dr. Adair said. 
The specialist scoffed 
at 
un­ 
founded rumors of the causes of 
cancer, such aa the “ milk causes 
cancer” scare of a few years ago. 
“ We know what cancer is — a 
wild, lawless development of cells 
that becomes uncontrollable.” he 
declared. "Hut we don't know Just 
exactly what makes these cells go 
haywire.”

treatment. 
Dr. 
Adair 
mentioned. Improvement in surgi­ 
cal methods, studies of vitamin 
deficiency and its relation to can. 
cer and the study of hormones 
and their effects on the disease. 
“ Research is still virtually be­ 
ginning.” he said, "and we still 
must admit the truth of one ex­ 
pert's comment; ‘Who solves the 
mystery of cancer will solve the 
mystery of life .”

In the last 60 days in the Pa­ 
cific, the flat-tops dealt the Jape 
some of tbs most damaging blows 
they’ve 
felt. L ast summer, car­ 
rier-baaed 
planes 
blasted 
far- 
flung Marcus Island. A little later 
they “neutralised” the strong base 
the Nips have rebuilt on Wake Is­ 
land and 61 enemy planes were de­ 
stroyed to our loaa of 13. 
Carrier critics still held out, de­ 
claring that these “ surprise” suc­ 
cesses proved nothing. In some 
circles 
here, there was hooting 
when Secretary of the Navy Knox 
announced we were starting con­ 
struction of three auper-carrlsrs. 
Opponents pointed out that we 
had lost four of our seven pre­ 
war 
carriers, 
and 
called 
the 
“ floating eggshells”, so vulnerable 
to attack that they never could 
prove effective. 


But all the time the navy men 
were developing a new technique, 
building teak forces around car­ 
riers, with perhaps a battleship 
and IS or 20 other fighting ships 
protecting a couple of flat-tops. 
Early in November a task force 
struck Rabaul. Carrier-based dive 
bombers, 
torpedo 
planes 
and 
fighters knocked out six cruisers 
(Japan was supposed to have had 
leas than three times that num­ 
ber in its entire navy when the 
war started), two light cruisers 
and two destroyers. 
A week, later in another raid oil 
Rabaul, one light cruiser and two 
destroyers were sunk and l l other 
destroyers damaged. In both in­ 
stances, land-based bombers from 
Gen. MacArthur^ forces on New 
Guinea, followed up the raids or 
joined in, but correspondents at

scribed both aa primary- “navy 
shows”. 
In these two raids, 
114 Jap 
pinnas were shot down with a 
U. S. loss of less than one-sev­ 
enth that-mqpber. In the first, the 


Nip air forces couldn’t even find 
our task force. In 
the second, 
they did, but not a single ship 
was damaged In a fight that coat 
tbs attacker* more than 60 planes. 
At Makin and Tarawa It prob­ 
ably was the bombing from car­ 
rier* which made the bloody suc-^ 
cesses on those flat coral isles pos­ 
sible. The narrow margin of vic­ 
tory on Tarawa may well have 
been the result of that prelimi­ 
nary softening. 
At any rate, little is being said 
against aircraft carriers In Wash­ 
ington these days. And it appears 
now that our strategy no longer 
need be island-hopping from one 
tiny atoll to the next. Task forces, 
with a striking range of more than 
200 miles from the flat-tops (com­ 
pared 
to 
the 20-mlle range of 
battleship guns) can strike deep 
into enemy seas, without bother­ 
ing with the “stepping stones”.

ITH the U. S. Fifth army—A

"Pile three Lookout mountains 
on top of each other.” he said, 
“and you get an idea of what those 
boys did.” 
He talked 10 us on a muddy hill­ 
side near the front as other in­ 
fantry moved from their positions 
lo attack the heights of Maggiore. 
‘I would be ashamed for you to 
give my name and say I was there 
because they are the ones who did 
the 
Job 
and 
they 
deserve 
the 
credit. 
“ They had some tough times in 
Tunisia, but I haven't seen any­ 
thing to compare to this operation. 
It was guts all the way.” 


X H E attack began on Maggiore 
aud La Difensa the morning 


of Dec. S with the heaviest artil­ 
lery barrage of the Italian cam­ 
paign. 
On top of these two great m asses 
the Germans were able to observe 
Allied troop movements. 
After the attack began, rain fell 
to make the operations even more 
difficult for the Americans. 
“ The roads were terrible,” the 
general said. “and It was a dis­ 
heartening thing to see some of

supply dumps we built 
up 
with so much effort wiped out by 
enemy artillery fire. 
“ The general attack caught the 
Germans by surprise.

expecting us to attack but didn t 
think we would move when we did.

UR boys dug in during the 
night and the next morning 
went after them in hand-to-hand

There 
were a lot of snipers and it took 
the doughboys four days to get 
them out 
“ No one can imagine the terrain 
without climbing it himself. 
It 
took 16 hou.s for troops to carry 
a box of ‘C’ rations two miles to 


the peak and return to the supply 
dump ai the foot of the mountain. 
“In some places, the troops had 
to pull themselves up the slope 
by means of a rope tied to trees 
or rocks. 
That’s bad enough with­ 
out any load on your back, but 
they were carrying equipment and 
supplies. 
“ The litter bearers did a mag­ 
nificent job. 
It took six men to 
carry a 
stretcher off

with four men tn reserve to rest 
the others. 
Often they were un­ 
der mortar and artillery fire.” 
The general told of one captain 
who started up the slopes with 40 
men carrying supplies to the ad­

Moat of them will clear out after th at 
I cannot Imagine a more empty honor than a 
“favorite son” nomination for president when the 
candidate does not have a ghost of a chance. But 
at 
every 
national 
political 
convention, 
the 
‘favorite eons” blow in on windy speeches. The 
term comes from the supposition that because a 
man is a governor of a state or holder of some 
other high office he is that state’s “ favorite son” 
although as a matter of fact he merely may be its 
cutest politician. 
Of course, the "favorite eons" egg on their 
nominations for president, feeling It la a boost for 
them back home. Then, too, a lot of them figure 
the lightning may accidentally strike them, re­ 
calling that in the Republican convention of 1880 
one lone delegate from Pennsylvania kept voting 
for Jam es A. Garfield, 
On the 34th ballot, 16 delegates joined him and 
on the 38th, 382 went over to him and Garfield 
was nominated. This was the time Grant tried 
for a third term. 


J THINK Winkle will open with the largest sum- 
a ber of votes In the convention, despite the 
opposition of a lot of Republican leaders, simply 
because he has been active and rounded up 
delegates, or promises of delegates. Winkle has 
been aggressively a candidate for months. 
His supporters think he will be nominated on 
the first ballot. I doubt i t There will be too many 
"favorite sons”. But his advantage la that the 
Republican woods are full of passive candidates 
who fear to lift a finger in their own behalf, 
while Winkle can go out and make dickers with­ 
out compunction. 
I think Dewey Is in the passive class. I think 
he is hoping he will be “drafted” over his protes­ 
tations that he wishes to serve out his term as 
governor of New York. Now a "draft” is either 
voluntary or it is forced, the last being the vyay 
Roosevelt works It. Voluntary drafts of passives 
seldom occur when very active candidates are in 
the field. In my opinion. Dewey will have to 
become exceedingly active if he wants the nom­ 
ination. 
MacArthur Is another passive candidate. Stas- 
sen is still another. I think the young former 
governor of Minnesota is more a prospect of the 
future than a possibility of the present and that 
any votes he gets will be purely complimentary. 
I doubt that his staunchest admirers expect his 
nomination. MacArthur, I believe, will let his 
name go before the convention without ever 
saying anything about It one way or the other. 
I 
F nominated, the general would run of course. 
Probably he feels It would be poetic justice M 
he were elected president, In view of the way he 
has bein slighted by the administration. Unless 
he positively prohibits the use of his name in the 
convention, MacArthur must be regarded as a 
dark horse with an outside chance. If the other 
candidates become tangled up In a deadlock. 
Bricker of Ohio at last has declared himself a 
candidate, the only active one besides Winkle. 
Bricker Is a made-to-order Republican presiden­ 
tial candidate. I mean that In appearance and 
background he Is the type a Republican conven­ 
tion loves. A William McKinley type. I think the 
other candidates better keep an eye on Bricker, 
because just on typing he will have an edge in 
the convention.

OMETHING may happen to handshaking now 
that a man in Springfield. Mass., has died 
from an infection that resulted when an old 
friend greeted him so enthusiastically his right 
arm was fractured. 
Handshaking originally was a safety measure, 
to make sure the other fellow didn’t pull a knife. 
In the course of time, grabbing the other fellow’* 
band and hanging on to It became a gesture of 
goodwill for some odd reason. 
There are several tested ways of discouraging 
handshakers. Easiest to use and practically guar­ 
anteed to stop the silly business cold is to stick 
out the left hand. By the time the frustrated 
shaker has pawed empty air with his right hand 
for a few seconds, then stuck out his own left 
belatedly and awkwardly he is in no mood for 
Indian wrestling. 
For indoor protection, a certified method is to 
keep both hands full as the handshaker ap­ 
proaches—say a lighted cigar In one and a partly 
eaten piece of chocolate candy iii the other. Since 
It Is plainly Impossible to get rid of either on 
short notice, the handshaker will go away after 
exchanging nods. 
Children, in their Innocent fashion, have done 
an much to discourage handshaking as anybody. 
Knowing they will be expected to stick out their 
little paws lo all and sundry when mama says, 
“ Shake hands, darling,’' they wisely take the pre­ 
caution or having their fingers coated with syrup 
and other sticky substances, or at least saliva. 
Many a handshaker has thought better of his 
folly after clutching that kind of a mess. 
The practice also has been undermined by the 
finger crackers who don’t think a hand has been 
well shaken until the knuckles and joints pop.

Here’s The ‘Why’ For Filing 


Of Returns On Dec. 15 


M y TIM A ssociated P rate . 
WASHINGTON, Dec. IO — The 
treasury has issued this question 
and-answer guide to explain the 
Dec. 15 date for filing income tax 
declarations: 
Q.—What kind of filing is to be 
made Dec. 15. 
A.—Declarations of estim ated in 
come and victory tax, estim ating 
how much tax certain persons will 
owe on their 1943 income in excess 
of payments already made or w ith 
held from wages or salary during 
the year. 
Q.—Wasn't that done Sept. IST 
A.—Yes. Nearly 12,000,000 tax­ 
payers filed declarations Sept. 15 
The only persons who have to file 
now are those who did not file 
then but are required to do so by 
Dec. 15 either because, In the case 
of farm ers, they had an autom atic 
postponement, or because they did 
not then expect enough Income to 
require filing but now anticipate 
higher incomes which do require 
filing. 
Also, any persons who filed in 
September and underestim ated the 
tax—by 20 percent if non-farmers 
or 331 percent if farm ers—should 
file amended declarations to avoid 
penalties. 
Q.—What is an amended declar­ 
ation? 
A.—It is, in reality, a substitute 
declaration. It is filed on a sim ilar 
form and is distinguished only by 
w riting the word “amended” at the 
top of the form. 
Q.—What is the purpose of these 
declarations? 
A.—To put all taxpayers, as near­ 
ly as possible, on the pay-as-you-go 
system. 
Q. — What information is re­ 
quired? 
A.—You estim ate your 1943 in­ 
come and victory tax, based on 
your estim ate of 1943 income and 
then deduct any payments made 
this year on 1942 tax (probably in­ 
stallm ents in March and June) 
and also any taxes withheld and 
estim ated 
to 
be 
w ithheld from 
wages. The rem ainder is the amount 
you owe and m ust be paid by 
Dec. 15. 
Q.—How do I know if I have 
to file a declaration? 
JU—If you filed in September you 
don’t need to file now unless you 
believe you underestim ated the tax 
by more than 20 percent (33| per 
cent lf a farm er.) 
If you did not file in September 
you should file a declaration lf 
you had In 1942 or expect to have 
in 1943 income of any of the fol­ 
lowing am ounts or types: 
More than $100 income other 
than wages and sufficient gross in­ 
com e to require filing an annual 
Incom e tax return ($500 for a single 
person, $1JOO for a m arried per­ 
son). 
i 
Wages subject to withholding ex­ 
ceeding $2,700 if single or exceed­ 
ing $3,500 lf m arried ($3,500 either 
individually or together 
in

case of husbands and wives both 
receiving wages).

Q.—How much is the penalty for 
underestimating? 
A.—Generally 6 percent of the 
deficiency. 
Q.—When will the penalties, if 
any, be determinedI 
A.—A fter the taxpayer files his 
March 15 return showing the cor­ 
rect tax for the year. 
Q. — Suppose I overestimate; 
what happens? 
A.—If an overestim ate results in 
overpaym ent of the correct tax 
shown in the March return, the 
collector will give you a refund or 
credit. 
Q.— Suppose I have made a big 
mistake and overestimated in Sep­ 
tember, what can I do? 
A.—You may file an amended dec 
laratlon by Dec. 15. In th is case 
if you receive a bill from^the col­ 
lector for an installm ent resulting 
from your September declaration, 
you should send this bill w ith your 
amended declaration to the collec­ 
tor, along w ith any revised pay 
ment shown to be due for Decem­ 
ber on your amended declaration. 
Q.— Can a husband and wife 
u\ake a joint declaration, and if 
they do, can they file separately 
next March ? 
A.—Yes. 
Q.— What if I don't file a dec­ 
laration? 
A.—There is a penalty of IO per 
cent of the tax for failure to file 
declaration on time. 
Q.—What if I don’t pay an esti­ 
mated tax installment on time? 
A.—If the payment is late, there 
a penalty of $2.50 or 2ft percent 
of the tax, whch ever is greater, 
for each late installm ent. 
Q.— Where can I get copies of 
the forms or assistance in filling 
them in? 
A*—From your local collector of 
internal revenue. If you have forms 
left over from September, however, 
they are still good. 
Q.—Hasn’t the victory tax been 
changed lately? 
A.—The only change in the vic­ 
tory tax which affects the declara­ 
tion relates to the postwar credit. 
If you use the simplified work­ 
sheet, no change is necessary. If 
you use th^ more precise work­ 
sheet, give yourself credit for all 
the postwar credit (formerly, tak­ 
ing this credit depended on pur­ 
chases of War Bonds, etc.) 
Q^—Will I still have to file an an­ 
nual tax return by next March lo t 
A.—Yes. But the only payment 
you will have to make will be any 
amount your annual return may 
show that you owe after deducting 
the amounts already paid under 
the pay-as-you-go system. In fact, 
many persons may be eligible for 
refunds or credits.

In 
I860 the death rate from scarlet 
fever was IO percent of all cases 
and in some epidemics It rose to 
SO percent It was almost aa 
prevalant 
among 
children 
ae 
measles is today. But now scarlet 
fever is a very rare disease. And 
furthermore, it is so mild as 
hardly to require treatment. 
Influenza Is Example 
Another example is influenza 
We had an epidemic of Influenza 
In 1918-1922 that for virulence had 
not 
been equalled 
since 
1889 
Since then every time anyone has 
a bad cold it is called influenza 
but I have never seen a real case 
of influenza since 1922. 
They claim to have found the 
virus of influenza, but I doubt if 
any of the young bacteriologists 
who claim to have found the cause 
ever saw a real case of influenza 
I mean real bull Influenza. Aud 
I doubt if the cause of that baa 
been found. It may appear again 
In another 30 years after the last 
eidemlc—say 1950. But why, bow 
or where doe* It go between epi 
derates?Gout May Return 
•Still another disease I am most 
interested in Is gout. Back in the 
seventeenth century It must have 
bean very prevalent Two of the 
greatest physicians of the time 
suffered from It—William Har 
vey, the discoverer of the circula­ 
tion of the blood used to go up on 
the roof of his bouse aud rest bis 
bare feet on the leads to cool 
them. 
And Thomas Sydenham, a con 
temporary, sat in the window of 
his house and stuck his bare feet 
out Into the open for relief, waving 
genially to the laughing crowd 
and drinking a small stein of beer 
as be did so. 
Then H apparently disappeared 
I knew a good number of bibu 
lous gentlemen from 1890 to 1925 
and can not recall a single one 
who had a gouty complaint. And 
I practiced medicine from 1907 to 
1930, and never made a diagnosis 
of gout in all that time. 
Again Prevalent 
But it seems to he coming back 
I have five boon companions who 
are afflicted with it and the re­ 
ports end discussions In medical 
literature indicate that it is now 
once again prevalent. Dr. Hench. 
of the Mayo Clinic, states that 5 
percent of all caeee of chronic 


arthritis coming to the clinic for 
diagnosis are gout. 
One may suspect he has gout 
when: 
1.—He is a middle-aged man 
who has attacks of pain and swell­ 
ing in the big toe or elbow Joints 
which come on suddenly, and go 
away completely In a few days. 
Women are almost immune. 
2.—Anyone who has an attack 
of “arthritis” a few days after a 
surgical operation, especially in 
the big toe. 
Treatment is probably best by 
a drug known as colchicine, but 
this does not agree with everyone. 
Rest, a hot-water bag or electric 
pad and philosophy are good stand­ 
bys. A good way to treat it is 
with contempt

Factors Limiting Income, 


Production To Be Aired 


Hr Th* Astoria ted Phi*. 
LISBON, Dec. IO — A series of 
farm planning meetings will begin 
In January in each township, ac­ 
cording to the county extension 
office, which said today that fac­ 
tors limiting production and in­ 
come will be discussed. 
The extension and the soil con- 
serv&tion services conducted three 
preliminary meetings last week in 
Salem, Wayne and St. Clair town 
ahlpa, attended by over SO farmers 
who aired the various problems 
confronting producers. 
The following factors were list­ 
ed: 
Lack of soil and water conserva­ 
tion methods, poor soil drainage 
not enough line and fertilizer ap­ 
plied, poor unproductive pastures 
poor livestock, lack of the right 
kind of feed, poorly balanced ra­ 
tions for livestock, use of unadapt­ 
ed hybrids and poor quality seeds 
poor arrangement of fields, fences 
buildings, etc., high overhead ex 
pense*, poor bousing for livestock, 
small volume of business, and too 
much purchased feed. 
It was generally agreed that any 
(me or more of the factors might 
aeeount for lack of maximum long 
time production. 
The series of group farm plan­ 
ning meetings will attack these 
problems from the standpoint of a 
solution and a program for each 
individual farm. Each farmer will 
have a soil survey map and sn 
aerial photograph of his own farm 
from which he can develop the land 
use capabilities and suitable crop 
rotations for the farm. 
During the later meetings, prac­ 
tical soil and water management 
methods will be discussed for each 
individual farm, and plans for a 
better balance of feed production 
and livestock will be worked out 
Farmers who were unable to at­ 
tend the preliminary meetings may 
arrange to attend the series of 
group planning meetings by get­ 
ting in touch with the county ex­ 
tension office.

“Under repeated fire from the 
skies, Malta stood alone and un­ 
afraid in the center of the sea. one 
tiny bright flame in the darkness, 
a beacon of hope in the clearer 
days which have come. 
“Malta's bright story of human 
fortitude and courage will be read 
by 
posterity 
with 
wonder 
and 
gratitude through all the ages. 
“What* was done In this Island 
maintains all the highest traditions 
of gallant men and women who 
from the beginning of time have 
lived and died to preserve civili­ 
zation for all mankind. 
“Signed Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
“President. Doc. 7, 1943." 
The President dated tho scroll 
Dec. 7, the day before his visit, 
because it was the second anniver­ 
sary of the United States entry in­ 
to the war. 
“The United States will proceed 
until the war Is won." Mr. Roose­ 
velt told his listeners. "But more 
Dun that we will stand shoulder 
to shoulder with the British Empire 
a J our other allies in making it 
i lid o ,? worthwhile." 
Replying, Lord Gort said the peo­ 
ple of Malta were “very sensible 
of the gtpatness of this occasion” 
and that tt was a day they never 
will forget. 
“No one can be asked to do more 
In war than fulfill his or her duty, 
none eau 
do less," Gort added. 
"And that you and the citizens of 
the 
United 
States 
of 
America 
should feel the armed forces and 
people or this Island have not failed 
the United Nations is in itself 
full reward." 
The whereabouts of the Presi­ 
dent had not been disclosed since 
he and the prime minister confer­ 
red in Cairo Dec. 4-6 with Prest- 
dent Isniet Inonu of Turkey.

Buckeye Troops Help Crush 


Japs During Fighting On 


New Georgia Island 


The 87th division— Ohio's own 
carved itself a share of glory in 
the campaign on New Georgia is- 
land. Here, for the first time, 
is a story of that campaign. It 
teas written by the men of the 
87th themselves and released by 
the war department.)

the 37th (Buckeye) division, Ohio’s 
own, has gathered new laurels and 
rn new battle streamer to fly from 
its standards along with those won 
in Lorraine, Meuse-Argonne and 
Ypres-Lys of the First World war. 
Not only did the 37th gain a new 
battle streamer, hut also words of 
high praise from LL Gen. Millard 
F. Harmon, commanding general 
of United States army forces in 
the 8outh Pacific, who told the 
men of the division: 
"Your splendid performance as a 
component of the force In the New 
Georgia operations, culminating in 
tits capture of Munda, is a bright 
pegs in American history. 
"Gradually the full import of 
that victory, opening as it did the 
way to Veils Lavelle, the conse­ 
quent evacuation of the Jap front 
Kotoanbangara, providing us with 
three important new air fields and 
a spring hoard for further offen­ 
sive action, is being appreciated.” 
Trained For Three Veers 
Behind the new honors lay near­ 
ly three years at training, begin­ 
ning with the day, Oct. IS, 1940, 
when the former national guard 
organisation once again was mus­ 
tered Into federal service. 
During 
that period 
the men 
sweated 
through 
maneuvers 
in 
Louisiana, Texas and Mississippi. 
Then 
followed 
more 
training, 
this time in jungle warfare in the 
steaming undergrowth of the Fiji

anna of the 14th corps hammered 
at the Japanese positions with 
everything they had, driving them 
back Inch by inch through the 
swamps and jungles eventually in­ 
to the sea, where those Jape that 
were left perished. 
It was a short campaign, aa cam­ 
paigns against the Japanese are 
counted, hut it made battle-hard­ 
ened veterans out of the untried 
men from Ohio’s farms, factories 
and offices. - 
It was their baptism of fire’and 
It demonstrated that the son# were 
of the same stern stuff aa the 
fathers who had slagged It out 
with the Germans along the Meuse, 
in the Argonne and Flanders 25 
years before almost to the day. 
Campaign Bogan July 18, 1943 
Properly speaking, the campaign, 
as far as the 37th as a unit was 
concerned, began the morning of 
July 19, 1943, when Maj. Gen. Rob­ 
ert S. Beightler, division compand­ 
er, and members of his staff, wert 
flown to Rendova harbor, the head­ 
quarters of Maj. Gen. Oscar Gris­ 
wold of Cranford, N. J., command­ 
er of the New Georgia occupation 
forces. 
Prom Rendova harbor the main­ 
land 
was only a comparatively 
short distance across the blue, 
islandwtudded waters. 
The same day the entire divi­ 
sion. except for some elements al­ 
ready committed, left its forward 
base on Guadalcanal in navy L8T 
boats for the rendesvous on Koko- 
rana Island, arriving there the 
next day. 
Kokorana lies just north of Ren­ 
dova and is six miles from the 
New Georgia mainland. 
It is a 
small 
island—-84 
acres—covered 


ferried acrose the Blanche channel 
to the mainland. 
On the morning following Maj. 
Gen. Beightler's arrival at Ben 
dova harbor, be crossed over to 
the mainland with Col. Walk, his 
chtef-of-ataff, to pick ont a site 
for divisional headquarters and to 
familiarise himself with tho ter­ 
rain over which his division was to 
go into action. 
Got Behind Jap Linas 
He found that the 43rd division 
had its headquarters established 
on Zenana beach, while his divi­ 
sion was to lapd at Liana beach 
which was within 300 yards of the 
Japanese lines. 
Between the two beaches was 
an impassable mangrove swamp 
with no spot for a headquarters. 
Gen. Beightler selected Liana beach 
for his CP despite its nearness to 
the Japs since it was imperative 
he be in clone communication with 
his regimental commanders. 
Later during the campaign, the 
general and hie staff often had to 
take refuge in nearby foxholes 
when the enemy’s shells began to 
crash into the trees overhead. 
' While on 
his 
reconnaissance, 
Gen. Beightler wanted to visit the 
command post of the 148th infan­ 
try which already had been in ac 
tion. 
It had been aent in to relieve 
a regiment of the 43rd division, 
but was to revert to his command 
when the attack scheduled for July 
25 started. 
With Col. Walk and a guide he 
sloshed through a dense mangrove 
swamp. 
Soon the guide readily 
admitted he was lost. 
They con 
tinued on their way for a short 
distance until the rattle of machine 


*!■ 


guns and the cough and explosion 
of mortar 
shells on 
the 
side 
brought them to a sudden stop. 
They weren’t American machine 
guns or mortars. 
“Now I know where we are," 
said Gen. Beightler with a grin. 
“We’re behind the Japanese lines. 
Let’s get out of here.” 
Eventually they reached one of 
the 43rd installations and later re­ 
turned to Rendova harbor. 
Weather Was Miserable 
When the elements of the 37th 
bad been ferried from Kokorana to 
the mainland, they lost no time In 
digging their foxholes and getting 
under cover. 
The weather was 
miserable. 
It rained and rained 
ae it can rain only in the tropics 
On Saturday afternoon. July 24, 
the order came for the unite of 
the 37th to take up their positions 
for the attack. 
The. 146th infan­ 
try was assigned to corer the 
northern flank of the 43rd divi­ 
sion; the 181st infantry was given 
the center, and the 14th Infantry 
the northern flank, 
The 146th and the 148tb moved 
into position without trouble, but 
the 181st under Col. Dalton ran 
head-on into one of the toughest 
spots of enemy resistance encoun­ 
tered during the entire campaign. 
They discovered that a strong 
force of Japanese was occupying 
the place in the line to which they 
had been aselsgned. 
Attempts to dislodge them were 
only partially successful. 
Several 
of the enemy pillboxes had been 
knocked out of commission, but 
enough remained to make a front­ 
al attack In the face of the enemy 
fire a suicidal venture at best. 
And the 37th division wag leaving 
suicide to the Japs. 
. Position Was By-Passed 
Consequently, it was decided to 
by-pass the position, leaving one 
battalion of the Idiot to contain 
the enemy while the others went 
forward in the planned attack 
Eventually surrounded, the Jap­ 
anese 
continued 
to fight with 
every weapon at their command 
until the last man had died some 
days later. 
Early the next morning, "D 
day. the Sabbath oalm was broken 
as the American bombardment pf 
the 
Japanese 
position 
started 
From Rovtaua and the neighbor­ 
ing islet of Sasavele, the artillery 
poured shells into the enemy’s 
lines while shipe of the navy 
standing out at sea dropped their 
contributions 
on 
th e 
already- 
bombed 
runways* of Munda air 
field. For an hour and a half the 
air vibrated with the passage of 
the shells and the earth trembled 
with their explosion. 
Then .the advance started. 
On 
the south flank the 145th Infantry 
advanced slowly but surely against 
determined Jap resistance. 
This 
regiment had run into pillboxes 
which, in reality, were "glorified 
foxholes” covered with palm-tree 
loge and earth. 
They were heavily manned by 
automatic weapons—protected at 
the corners by light machine guns 
ad tremendously effective in 
jungle warfare. 
Btreng-Point Wiped Out 
This 
strong-point 
facing 
the 
45th held on until it was wiped 
0*11 finally on July 28 after three 
days of pounding by artillery, mor­ 
tar fire, tank assaults and flame­ 
thrower attacks.. Here the men 
of the 14oth learned as had those 
of the KUst that the Japanese do 
not surrender. 
Meanwhile, Col. Baxter’s 148th 
infantry on the north flfnk had 
encountered but little opposition 
and at the end of the third day of 
the fighting found Itself out in 
front of both the 145th and the 
181sL 
Patrols were sent out in front 
of the main body and these reached 
the top of Blbtlo hill. the principal 
Japanese strongholds. 
On their 
return they reported that appar­ 
ently the trenches there had been 
abandoned. 
It looked like an easy job to 
grab off the hill which commanded 


Mnnda air field and Cob Baxter 
radioed back to Gen. Beightler 
permission to occupy IL 
In ex­ 
planation he told his commander: 
"My wedding anniversary Is in 
three days and I want to get this 
damned 
campaign 
finished 
and 
get to a place where I can send a 
cablegram to my wife.” 
However, Gen. Beightler direct­ 
ed him not to attempt to take the 
bill until his unit could be as­ 
sured of a supply route.

Cut off from food and ammuni­ 
tion, it took the 148th two days 
to fight its way back to re-estab­ 
lish the solid American front. On 
Aug. I, Col. Baxter appeared at 
divisional 
headquarters 
and 
re­ 
ported that contact had been made 
with the 161st Infantry. 
From that day, Aug. I, Japanese 
resistance melted before the ad­ 
vancing troops, and on Aug. 3, 
when bis units again were aligned 
in a solid front, Gen. Beightler, 
accompanied by his aide, Capt. 
John C. Guenther of Columbus, 
traveled to the command posts of 
the three Infantry regiments, out­ 
lining his plan of action. 
During the next three days, the 
37th division rode roughshod over 
an Japanese resistance through to 
Lulu channel on the west coast of 
New Georgia. Simultaneosuly, the 
43rd division moved along its nar­ 
row beach corridor and secured 
Munda air field. 
On Aug. 6, the 
campaign was closed officially.

Columbiana . county state 
highway patrol auxiliary, member* 
•hip of which is made up exclusive 
ly of American Legionnaires, has 
established one of the best rec* 
ords of the 99 of such units in 
the state, according to a report of 
the organisation to the state high­ 
way department, which has just 
been received here. 
While a number of the units 
have a larger membership, the Co­ 
lumbiana county group stands sec­ 
ond in the number of hours spent 
in highway patrol work. 
Fifty Columbiana county mem­ 
bers have rolled up a total of 4,- 
063 man hours in actual /patrol 
work since the graduation cere­ 
monies in May, 1942. This record 
is J itte r e d only by the Jefferson 
♦Bunty auxiliary, 
which has 54 
members who have spent a total 
of 5.232 hours in such volunteer 
woik. 
Much Better Record 
However, 
in 
classroom 
work, 
Columbiana county has a much 
better record than its neighbor in 
Jefferson county. The Columbiana 
county men have spent a total of 
3,908 hours in instruction, while 
ISL Jefferson county the time for 
elBes studies was only 2,843 hours. 
The patrol units ak Lakewood 
with 70 members, South Euclid, 
with 66. Sandusky, 58, Cincinnati, 
118, New Philadelphia 69, and Mar­ 
ietta with 64, have a higher class­ 
room record than Columbiana. 
The report shows that* the 3,115 
members of the 99 units in Ohio 
spent 189,744 hours in classroom 
study and have devoted 127,287 
hours in patrol work since being 
swtorn into service. 
The Columbiana county auxill­ 
ary was one of the first to be or­ 
ganized under the direction of Sgt. 
James Bower then a corporal, com­ 
manding officer of the Salem bar­ 
racks. 
The class met one night 
each week beginning in January, 
1942, with Corp. W. H. Anderson of 
Warren, now a sergeant, as the 
teacher. 
The auxiliary was organized pri­ 
marily to r civilian defense but be­ 
casse., of the success of the pro­ 
ject it has been converted into a 
permanent organisation, which will 
continue in peace time.

The bandy man of the house has 
now become the handy girl, as 
housewives are fast learning to 
cope with minor repairs, and, say 
some experts, doing even a better 
job than the man of the house! 
There are many minor repairs 
and jobs in electrical repairs and 
equipment that are easy to man 
age, once we know how. Of course 
real repairs or the altering of win 
ing or permanent equipment re 
quire expert care and a depend 
able electrician should bs called 
First of all, get to know fuse 
or circuit breakers in your home 
In most installations there Is usu 
ally one fuse or circuit breaker 
for each branch circuit, but old 
houses may have two fuses for 
each circuit Look for them near 
the meter. Count them but do not 
include the main fuse or breaker, 
usually larger aa4 located apart 
from the others. 1%at la the mud 
ber of branch cifouiU In your 
home. 
Locate Circuits And Outlets 
You should know this plus where 
the circuits go, so that you'll be 
ready 
for action 
when 
a 
fuse 
blows. All of your lights and con 
venience outlets are fed by these 
circuits. But which lights and out­ 
lets are on which circuits? Well, 
the easiest way to determine this 
is to turn on all the lights in the 
house, garage, attic, cellar. Then 
go to the fuse box, stand on a DRY 
board and with DRY hands, un­ 
screw the first fuse. Those lights 
that go out are on this circuit. 
Have someone handy to check up 
on the various stations. 
Make note of the results on a 
card, and then write it on a piece 
of adhesive tape and stick it near 
the corresponding fuse, until every 
light in the house has been located 
and checked. 
The fuse is the watch dog of

tile electric branch circuit. Most 
domestic branch circuits take a 
15-ampere fuse, which has “15 A” 
or “15” stamped on it. Unless one 
or more of your branch circuits 
has a larger electric wire for a 
heavy-duty appliance, a larger size 
fuse should not be used. If you 
think one of your branch circuits 
does have a larger wire, check with 
an electrician first, and if so, It 
can take a 20-ampere fuse. 
First disconnect all cords and 
appliances on the circuit onee it 
has been located, which should be 
easy with stickers. Then with DRY 
hands and standing on a DRY 
board, unscrew the broken fuse 
(the window of the blown fuse is 
usually discolored). When remov­ 
ing or inserting a fuse, grasp only 
the rim between the thumb aud 
forefinger. Replace the blown fuse 
with one of the right size.

’43 Race Track Betting Nears 
Three-Fourths Billion Dollars

ASHINGTON, Dec. IO — The 
progress achieved in two years 
of war gives the nation "every rea­ 
son for encouragement and hope.” 
Secretary of War Stimson said 
Thursday, but he warned “the great 
decisive tests” are yet to come. 
He told a news conference: 
"Not until the continent of Bu 
rope is Invaded and we have met 
face to face the remaining masses 
of the German troops—not until 
our navy has grappled with the 
powerful home fleet of the Japa­ 
nese, can we say that we are pass­ 
ing through the period of drag of 
this war and approaching its fin 
ish ” 
Stimson explained the “period of 
the drag” was a reference to 
summary of the war’s outlook he 
had presented to a news conference 
just after Pearl Harbor. 
He then bad divided the war in 
to three phases—the onset, the 
drag and the finish. 
Yesterday Stimson pointed out 
that the first year was devoted to 
defensive operations and trying to 
halt advances of the enemy. 
Then, he said, we opened the sec­ 
ond year with "a very daring and 
very lucky attack and landing on 
the coasts of North Africa,” and 
succeeded, with the British, in 
wresting initiative from the Axis 
powers of Europe. 
But he emphasized the fighting 
to date was of a “perimeter nature”, 
that neither in Europe nor the 


Pacific have our ground forces met 
the main masses of enemy troops. 
At this point he paid tribute to 
Russia, aa “the only one of the 
allies which bas encountered the 
main force of Germany.” 
“In the light of this brief sum­ 
mary,” the war secretary said, 
do not think that we Americans 
can say that our military forces 
have more than entered upon the 
second period of the war, the period 
of drag, when the weight of com­ 
bat and of losses bears heavily on 
the forces engaged.” 
On the home front, Stimson 
added, “We cannot say that we 
have even reached the period of 
the drag or. its danger to our 
morale.”
